Carriage-Maker Witty’s Big Suit Against 
Actor Joseph Jefferson.

NEW YORK, May 7.—Actor Joseph Jefferson 
is a defendant ina suit brought in the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, by his former inti- 
mate friend, Henry B. Witty, who seeks to 
recover possession of real estate valued at 
$100,000. Mr. Witty owned a carriage factory 
in Nevins street, Brooklyn, in 1869, he says, 
and on October 1 of that year he gave Mr. 
Jefferson a mortgage of $20,000 on the proper- 
ty.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 7.—The Joint Spe- 
cial Committee of the General Assembly ap- 
pointed at the session just adjourned to in- 
vestizate the management of the State Home 
and School by Supt. Martin C. Healy 
has been in session at the Capitol two 
days. The witnesses are former employes, 
workmen at the institution, and seme chil- 
dren who have been inmatesof the home. 
The testimony shows Healy to have been 
cruel in his treatment of boys and 
girls under his charge. The State Home 
and School is nota reformatory institution, 
but ashelter for orphans, half orphans or 
destitute children who, were it not for the 
home, would become charges upon the State— 
inmates of the town alms-houses or boarders 
with those who take the town’s poorin; a 
farming-out process. The institution was 
established four or five years ago. Mrs. Wel- 
come H. Foster, a former cottage manager, 
in her testimony told of a boy named George 
Naby who was lashedwith thongs so savagely 
upon the soles of his feet that big welts were 
raised upon his flesh and the skin was broken 
and livid. His offense consisted of ‘‘stealing 
something to eat. Healy gave some of the 
boys black eyes. Mrs. Charles H. Hastings, a 
cottage manager, said that when sbe told the 
superintendent’s wife that more attention 
ought to be paid to sick children Mrs. Healy 
replied that she must not mind so much about 
it; that persons in an institution of that sort 
must become 

HARDENED TO THESE LITTLE THINGS. 

Frequently there were thumb marks upon 
the backs and necks of the orphans after their 
visits to Healy’s chamber. The witness kept 
criticising Healy’s management and he 
requested her to resign to save further 
friction.

The honeymoon was spent at 
Naragansett Pier, and on returning to this 
city Mr. and Mrs. Lee began living at the 
home of the bride’s mother.

He left New Haven early in the summer of 
1889 and went to San Francisco, where he was 
employed ina bank.

Lee 
has been a conspicuous figure in New Haven 
society since 1878, when he entered the Hop- 
kins Grammar School to prepare himself for 
Yale, He entered the university with the 
ciass of 1884 and soon gained distinction by 
his high scholarship and his ability as a 
writer. When the Chinese students were 
ordered back to China he returned. 


He had been a favorite among the people 
of the Center and United Churches and 
through the promise of prominent lady mem- 
bers to assist him in completing his educa- 
tion, he ran away from China and worked his 
way around Cape Horn back to this country 
in a sailing vessel. 
HIS AMERICAN FIaNCEE. 

When ordered back to China, Lee was en- 
gaged to Miss Tennie Foster, but when he re- 
turned he found her about to become the wife 
of ex-Representive Hammer of Bradford. 
Later his engagement to Miss. Jerome 
was announced, and abont the same 
time Lee declared himself a Christian, cut off 
his que and became a member of the college 
church. Since N he bas frequently 
addressed the le T. M. C. A. and has also 
lectured in churches throughout New England 
on religious work in Chins. Lee in her 
complaint asks for the custody of two children 
one a girl 2years old and the other a boy 6 
months old. Mrs. Lee’s mother, Mrs, Jerome, 
told a reporter last evening that Mr. Lee re- 
turned to thecity from Uslifornia early in 
Aprii. ‘‘He was ill and said he had rheyma- 
tism.

A TRUTHFUL STATEMENT. 


‘The Facts About the ‘World's’ Cleveland 
Interview. 
Edi torial in New York Won p of the 5th inst. 


The lying of the soured malignants and the. 


false conceptions of the envious and calumn!- 
ating agents of the press make it necessary 
that the WORLD should print a truthful state- 
ment concerning the recent publication im- 
volving ex-President Cleveland. 

On the 16th of April last a reporter was sent 
from the WORLD office to interview Mr. Cleve- 


land in reference to certain malicious state- 


ments which had been made in the New York 
Sun touching his allegea obesity. Upon his 
return the reporter brought with him a sorap 
of paper na which Mr. Cleveland had 
written the following: 


I bave not seen the article you refer to, and 
if it appears nowhere else but in the Sun there 
is not the least chance of my seeing it. Of 
course, the entire thing is a lie, without the 
least pretext to excuse it. I judge trom what 

ou say that the venerable editor of the Sun 

upposes that he has at last hit upon a subject 
which can be used to annoy me. In this he 18 
mistaken. He must be bis own judge of so- 
dlal decencies and proprieties. lam not sure 
that he should at his time of life and in his 
apparently peculiar mental condition be mo- 
lested in his amusement: 


The reporter further averred that Mr. Cleve- 
land nad talked freely concerning the editor 
of the Sun, had denounced him with marked 
vehemence and had given him (the reporter) 
to understand that what he had sald was in- 
tended for publication. 

While the language attributed to Mr. Cleve- 
land was coarse and intemperate, it was be- 
lieved in the WORLD office that Mr. Cleveland, 
incensed by long-continued misrepresenta- 
tion and abuse, bad finally made up his mind 
to express himseif touching his persecutor in 
terms, which, if emphatic were not altogether 
unwarranted. The policy of this retaliating 
upon a venomous blackguard was not consid- 
ered, 

The reporter, who bad served the WorLD 
faithfully for years,and the accuracy of whose 
work bad never been called in question, pre- 
pared his report of the interview, and upon 
his repeated deciaration that Mr. Cleveland 
had consented to the interview the matter 
including that portion penned by Mr. Cleve- 
land—was inserted in the WORLD. It there 
had been the slightest question as to Mr. 
Cleveland's wish to have the American people 
know something of bis opinion of the editor 
of the Sun, the matter would not have been 
printed. The reporter averred that Mr. 
Cleveland had started inthe outset to write 
his entire interview, but, finding it tedious 


work, had dropped his pencil and had ex- 

ressed himself orally. This is how the al- 
aged interview eameto be published in the 
WORLD. 

On the afternoon of the day of publication 
Col. Dantei Lamont called at the WorLD 
office with atypewritten communication from 
Mr. Cleveland in which that gentleman denied 
specifically having used the language attrib- 
uted to Him concerning Mr. Duna beyond 
that which he had prepared with his own 
hand, as given above. This naturally created 
sume surprise. Col. Lamont was given to 
understand that the matter would be care- 
fully looked into. The reporter was sent for 
and was shown Mr. Cleveland’s denial. He 
reaffirmed the truthfulness of his report. The 
situation theu became embarrassing. 
Next day a staff editor of the 
WORLD was directed to see Mr. 
Cleveland. He did so and returned with a 
still more elaborate repudiation of the inter- 
view. This was alter the appearance in the 
Sun of the vulgar aud brutal retaliatory as- 
sault of Dana. Meantime the question of 
veracity raised batween Mr. Cleveland and 
the reporter was thoroughly investigated. 
As a part of this investigation the editor-in- 
charge, at his own suggestion, called upon 
Mr. Cleveland at bis residenee. He obtained 
from him another and more specific repudi- 
ation of ali that portion of the alleged inter- 
view which bad been printed as an addendum 
to what he (Mr. Cleveland) had submitted in 
manuseript. Mr. Cleveland could only account 
for the misrepresentation saddied upon him 
upon the theory that the reporter had uttered 
many ofthe sentiments himself and, finding 
his utterances tacitly accepted, bad attributed 
them to the person interviewed and not to the 
interviewer. Thie style of interview being 
not altogether unknown in some sections of 
the country, the WORLD accepted Mr. Cieve- 
land’s explanation, and inasmuch as the 
policy of the WORLD Is todo justice at all 
times and unto all people the editorial state- 
ment was prepgred which appeared on Sun- 
day, April 20.

Forty Conferences and Nearly 1. 200, 
Communicants Represented by 2290 Pel-. 
egates From the South and West—The 
Ruling Board of Bishops—Questions te: 
be Considered in the Sessions—Probabtie 
Election of Twe Bishops and How It Win 
Be Accomplished—Address of Welcome 
by Dr. John Matthows—Tthe Episcopal 
Address—Preceedings ef One Day. 


This morning at 9 o’dlock the Quadrienaltal , 
General Conference of the Methodist Epispo- 
pal Churoh, South, began in the Centenary 
Methodist Epcopal Church at the corner of 
Sixteenth and Pine streets. This is the first 
meeting of the General Conference in this city 
since 1850. 

There are forty conferences represented in 
the General Conference, and the States 
of Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Call- 
fornia, Georgia, Louisiana, Kansas, 
North Carolina, South Carola, Maryland, 
Mississippi, Montana, Kentucky, Texes, In- 
dian Territory, Tennessee, Oregon, Virginia, 
West Virginia, IiMnois, Indian Territory, and 
Brazil and Mexico. 

The General Conference ig the supreme 
body of the Church. Itis composed of eight. 
bishops and 290 delegates from the subordi- 
nate conferences. It meets but once ig four 
years, to consider and review the work of 
the Church in al its . departments 
for the time intervening vetween 
the last and present conference. There 
will be two special topics to be Son- 
sidered in this conference beside the problems 
that will come out of the reviews of work. | 
One of these will be a change in the method of 
licensing ministers and the other the election 
of bishops. 

Since the last General Conference, Bishop 
H. N. Tyejre has died. He was the senior 
bishop of the chureh, and Bishop Keener bo- 
came senior on his death. But the number of 
bishops the church snall have is not fixed 
either dy law or tradition. There is a Com- 
mittee on Bishops, which will consider the 
needs of the church and report to 

THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

If the committee, as it in all probability 
will, réports that the church is in need of two 
more bishops—making a total of ten—the con- 
ference will pass upon the report and prob- 
ably accept it. : 

In that event the conference will name a 
day on which to vote for bisnops. It is not 
considered proper to make nominations, and 
no electioneering is permitted. The balloting 
begins with no candidates before.the con- 
ference. Eve votes for his 
tavorite. There could casi be 290 
candidates, but there are usuaily less. Ina 
succeeding ballot some one will receive a 
large vote, and after that names will be 
dropped until the election % concluded. The 
bishops are paid $3,000 per year and hold their 
positions for life. 

The arrangements for the eonference were 
very complete. Ali parts of Centenary 
Church were fitted for the use of the dele - 
gates. In the rear of the Sunday-schoo! room 
on the first floor were the te 
postal station, a telephone and a 
room. The rooms back of the church audi- 
tor lum on the second floor were given over 
to the use of the Committees on Reception, 
Arrangements and Worehip. The 
church auditorium was separated by 
banners into divisions for the State 
delegations by banners bearing State aames.

FRANK LEWI8’ DYING STATEMENT TO THE 
CORONER. 


In an Attempi to Kill Rebert Overstreet He 
Receives Four Bullet Wounds—A Man 
With a Natural Taste for Tarbulence 
Meets His End in an Early Morning Af- 
fray. 


About5:30 o’clock this morning in the house 
at 1708 Ohouteau avenue Robert Overstreet 
shot and fatally wounded Frank Lewis. 
Lewis attacked Overstreet ashe lay in bed 
and the latter put four balls into his body. 
The injured man’s wounds were pronounced 
fatal. 

Overstreet and Lewis married sisters. Both 
families live in the same house at 1708 Chen- 
teau avenue, where Mrs. Lewis conducted a 
bakery and confectionery, Overstreet was 
employed at the place notwithstanding 
the fact that Lewis often insisted on his dis- 
charge. Thetwo men quarreled frequentiy. 
Only five weeks ago Overstrect went tothe 
Four Courts for the purpose ot eharging 
Lewis with assault to kill, claiming that the 
man had chased bim al over the house with a 
drawn revolver. He was finally persuaded to 
drop the case. 

Overstreet has been afraid of Lewis ever 


since. Last night Lewis renewed his threats 
and Overstreet did not dare goto work. He 
sent in his stead a man named Dill whe Lewis 
refused to allow in the place. The 
fact that he had been compelled 
to do all the night’s baking angered Lewis 
and this morning he started out for revenge. 
At 5:80 o’clock he went to Overstreet’s room 
and demanded admittance. Overstreet was 
in bed and his wife told Lewis to go away. 
Instead, the enraged man ran around to 
another door and entered the room. He had 
his right hand on bis hip pocket and advanced 
toward Overstreet 
AS HE LAY IN BED. 

Mrs. Lewis caught 
hold bim back. This gare Overstreet a chance 
and he improved it. Springing from his bed 
he took his revolver from the dresser drawer, 
Then he erdered Lewis back, and, when the 
latter refused with an oath, opened 
fire. As fast as he could puli 
the trigger he emptied all the chambers 
of the weapon, firing five shots. Four of the 
balis took effect, two entering the groin, one 
the left breast and one in the left arm. 

Lewis sank on the floor. Overstreet, bare- 
footed and only half clothed, ran down the 
stairs tothe streetsand shouted for help. A 
pr ivate watchman put in an appearance and 

r. Pruett was suinmoned. He pronounced 
Lewis in a precarious condition. 

As soon as Lewis was taken to his own 
apartments Overstreet returned to his room 
and dressed. Then he walked to the Four 
Courts and gave himselfupto Officer Daly, 
who he met at the door. He said that be had 
shot Frank Lewis in self-defense. He was 
placed in the holdover pending an investiga- 
tion of the matter. 

Lewis bore a bad reputation as a shooter. 
He is only 32 years of age, yet in his life time 
he has.taken an active part in so many brawls 
and affrays that his name has become fynon 
mous with all that is desperate and dogge J. 
He was raised in St. Louis and in his eariy boy - 
hood he was feared by nis companions. Pollt- 
ical influence secured him a position on the 
Metropolitan Police Foree in 1882.

AN ITALIAN VENDETTA. 


Attempt at Wholesale Assassination in the 


City ef New Orleans. 


Ev Telegranh to the Posr-Disra run. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 7.—An attempt at 
wholesale asaasstustion, believed to be the 
result of an Italian vendetta, was made at an 
early bour yesterday morning and resulted in 
the serious wounding of three men. Eight 
Italians engaged in the stevedore business 
were riding up Esplanade avenue at the time. 
When they reached the intersection of Clai- 


borne street a party of men was discovered 
in the shadows of the trees down the 
center of the two wide avenues. As the wagon 
approached the party underthe trees opened 
fire upon the men in the vehicle and fora 


minute there was a sharp fusilade, twenty- 


five shots being fired altogether. Most of the 
shots came from the men lying in wait, four 
or five being fired in return by the men ip the 
wagon. The people living in the neighbor- 
hood rushed from their homes to inguire into 
the cause of the shooting but before they ar- 
rived onthe scenethe assailants had disap- 
ed, It was discovered that three 
of the men on the wagon, Tony Matring o, 
Vincent Caruso and alvadore Soncera, 
were badly wounded. Caruso was shot in the 
A ht leg near the hip joint, Matringo received 
ullet in the left leg below the knee, and 
—— was wounded in the left side. All the 
bullets were of large caliber, having been 
fired from rifies or wwuskets and caused ugly 
and serious wounds. The other five men in 
the wagon escaped injury by jumping to the 
round as soon as the firing began and lying 
own. These men stated that they were so 
greatly surprised at the attack and the whole 
affair happened in such a short space of time 
that they were unable to obtain a view of the 
pennant BD that thoy might be identified. 
They were at a loss, they said, to account for 
the murderous assauit, But one of them inti- 
2 that there was 11 -feeling between them 
and the Provenzano gang. Acting upon this 
hint and other information the police arrested 
ten men and chenged them with the assault. 
These are Vinge Provenzano, Peter Proven- 
zano, Geo. Provengano, Jos Provenzano, 
ay 1 A. Pelligrini, Nicholas 
ligio, Peter Salvador, Charles Adonio and 
Salvador Giglio. The men under arrest took 
the matter coolly and said they knew nothing 
about the atfair and were prepared to es- 
tablish alibis when they were given an ex- 
amination. The cause of attack fs believed to 
grow ont of the rivalry between the Matringos 
and the FProvenzanos in their business. 
Many disputes have already ac- 
eutred between the rival parties and one or 
two shooting secrapes have occurred. 
Lying in wait with intent to kill is a capital 
erime.in Lanisens but it is doubtful if an 
convictions will result from this affair, as it 
wili be difficult to secure testimony against 
the criminals, whoever they may be.

and Friday on His Own Account—Quin- 
lan Was Short 32,000 Shares—His Myste- 
rious Disappearance. , 
New York, May 7.—One of the professional 
‘traders on theStock Exchange who bas been try- 
ing to keep prices down while the silver boom 
Aas carried them up has disappeared. He is 
said to have lost his head, but those members 
of the Exchange who did business with him 
last Thursday, when he sold large amounts of 
stocks, expressed the opinion at the time that 
his indulgena 


might better have refrained from appear-. 


ing in public. His name is Washington 
Quinlan and it came to the surface 
yesterday that the stocks he sold on Thursday 
and Friday were for his own account and not, 
as some of his fellow, brokers imagined at the 
time, in the way of an order. Quinlan is a 
‘fair type of a class that has of late years been 
increasing in the membership of the Stock 
Exchange. He is a son of the late W. J. 
Quinian, the wealthy lace importer, who 
founded the Chemical National Bank. His 
father left him, according to all accounts, 
about $750,000, and after traveling and enjoy- 
ing life in other ways fora few years, he de- 
termined to buck the tiger in Wall street. Now 
at the age of 35, he is discredited in Wall street, 
and yesterday about 13,000 shares of stock 
that he had sold short were bought in under 
the rules of the Exchange. It is generally es- 
timated that be was short of about 30, 000, but 
many of the backers witn whom he had made 
contracts suspected something wrong on Sat- 

urday and closed the contracts themselves. 
Quinlan is said to have boasted to some of his 
friends on Friday that he was short 32,000 
shares. A large part of his sales on Thursday 
were on seller three days’ option, from which 
it is Inferred that he expected or hoped 
the market would go his way before 
those contracts came due yesterday. The 
Stock Exchange was formally notified of Mr. 

Qunlan’s disappearance from business in a 
note from his counsel of which the following 

is a copy. It was addressed to Secretary Geo. 

W. Ely and signed by Solomon Hanford: 

MR. HANFORD’S NOTE. 

„„On behalf of the family of Mr. Washing- 
ton Quinlan, one of your members, I beg to 
notify you of his disappearance, due as they 
are forced to believe, to mental derangement. 
From tne clerks in his office itis learned that 
there are several outsteuding contracts made 


by him with members oi de Exchange. This 
notice is given that the ‘her parties may 
take measures to protect tuemselves.“ 

The brokers were not inclined to take Quin- 
lan’s disappearance seriously. They figured 
up that he stood to lose from $50,000 to $100, 000 
and was ashamed to face the music. It is be- 
lieved that claims against him are good. He 
was last seen at the New York Club at 2 
o clock Saturday morning. At that time bis 
condition was not such as to inspire conf- 
dence. 8 joined the Stock Ex- 
8 in 1886. One of the brothers, 

Quinlan, is the present cashier 
ot the Chemical Bank, and another brother, 
James, is Assistant Treasurer of the Green 
wich Savings Bank. His lines of short stock 
are sad to have included every active stock 
on thelist.

A FRIEND’S STATEMENT. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Quinian made the 
following statement Monday night concerning 
the matter: 

Mr. Quinian’s father left a fortune of about

his four sons, M. L. Quinlan, James Quinlan, 
Joseph Quinlan, an invalid, and Washington 
Quinian. All the brothers who have engaged 
im business have done well and added con- 
siderably to the $750,000 their father left to 
each one. Each son has the reputation of 
being worth something more than a million 
dollars. Waship + tage Quinian is 3 years old 
and unmarrie He has apartments 
at the New York Club. He on- 
tered commercial life as clerk in the 
Mercantile Bank and served in that capacity 
for several years. His health gave out and 
he resigned his place and began traveling. 
He travelied all over Europe and this country. 
until December, 1886, when he bought a seat 
in the Stock Exchange and began a genoral 
room trading’’ business, speculating on his 
own account. He did bardly any commis- 
sion business. He had a fine suite of offices 
on the second 2 at No 2 Wall street, 
fitted up with ood more taste 
than the average broke er displays. Mr. 
Quinlan has been generally regarded as 
& pretty shrewd and able speculator. He ame 
upon the Exchange on Thursday, however, 
and acted as if he were either drunk or crazy. 
He sold stocks short right and left in the face 
of arising market. The amount of his trans- 
actions aggregated over 80 , 000 shares. Mr. 
Quinlan sold on three days’ time, his eon- 
tracts to deliver expiring at 2:15 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. On Friday the suspicion of 
several houses in the East became excited 
Mr. Quintan’s actions of the day before and it 
is proven that some ofthese firms bought in 
largely on their own accountto cover them- 
selves against any possible misbap to Mr. 
Quinian. Early yesterday this buying was re- 
ported. It had the effect of forcing prices in 
many securities, particularly in sugar certifi- 
cates, and the mysteriousness of the buyers 
provoked
